“The new terminals will 
make it easier for counselors 
and other personnel to gather 
information concerning a stu¬ 
dent’s academic background 
and needs as applied to possible 
degree plans,’’ Muffoletto said. 


The new terminals, however, 
will not be used for schedule 
entry. “They will allow us to 
have greater access to student 
information,’’ he said. 

Students may need copies of 
transcripts when talking with 
counselors concerning courses 
that have changed or in case of 
other problems with their 
schedules. This is not to say, 
however, that all students will 
need these. 

“Some may need student 
copies of their transcripts for 
counseling purposes. They may 
be obtained from the registrar’s 
office,’’ he said. Most students 
though, should not require 
copies. 

Muffoletto said students 
should have an idea of what 
they would like to take before 
seeing a counselor and should 
come early to avoid deadline 
bottlenecks.

Draft survey reveals 
interesting results

The military draft is an issue 
on the minds of Americans all 
over the United States but a 
survey of students here shows 
some surprising results. 

An equal number of men and 
women students were asked the 
same questions. Their answers 
reveal opposing views on vari¬ 
ous areas of the subject. 

Army recruiters say the main 
reason the United States needs 
the draft is that not enough 
people are volunteering and we 
need to build up our reserve 
units. Sixty percent of the 
women agreed that the draft is 
essential and 40 percent dis¬ 
agreed. Eighty percent of the 
men said “yes” to the need for 
a draft and only 15 percent said 
“no.” 

Although women are not 
required to register, 55 percent 
of those surveyed said they 
would refuse to go to war even if 
they were drafted. A few claim¬ 
ed they would get pregnant" if it 
would keep them out of war. 
Forty-five percent of the women 
agreed to go to war but most 
said “only if forced” and none 
said they would volunteer. 

On the other hand, 95 percent 
of the men surveyed are willing 
to go to war. Only five percent 
(all of whom say they have 
registered) said they would not 


go to war. 

Should women be drafted? 
Freshman Kaye Tillery agreed 
with the unanimous negative, 
decision by the women. She 
said she would be willing to do 
“office work” but hopes she 
never has to “fight.” Reflecting 
quite the opposite opinion, 85 
percent of the men say women 
should be drafted “only if 
needed.” 

What about those who refuse 
to register for the draft? Should 
they face a prison sentence? 
The women split their vote in 
half. Fifty percent said “yes” 
and 50 percent said “no.” 

Freshman Johnnie Brager 
says, “There should be some 
rules but a prison sentence is 
too harsh.” 

Most (90 percent) men seem 
to believe that anyone who does 
not register for the draft should 
face a prison sentence. Only 10 
percent thought they should 
not. 

One male student seemed to 
sum up the men’s opinion in 
this area by stating, “If I had to, 
all guys should have to register 
when they are of age.” 

The general outlook seems to 
be that men on campus are 
willing to go to war and register 
for the draft. The women seem 
to feel that if they are forced to 
go to war, they hope to be 
behind a typewriter, not behind 
a gun.

Unemployment surged to 
10.1 percent in September, the 
worst level since the* nation 
pulled out of the Great De¬ 
pression, The Reagan adminis¬ 
tration said the rate could go 
even higher. 

Altogether, neaHy 11.3 mil¬ 
lion people were unemployed 
last month, 450,000 higher than 
in August. Some 120,000 lost 
their jobs in September while 
an additional 333,000 people 
tried in vain to join the work¬ 
force. 

The September figure was 
the first in double digits since 
the 1940’s ^four decades ago. 
Then the figure reached 14.6 
percent, the government report¬ 
ed. 

Though U.S. unemployment 
has reached an all time modem 
high, Tyler’s unemployment 
rate is still relatively low com¬ 
pared to other states and the 
nation as a whole. 

Tyler Chamber of Commerce 
officials said Tyler’s rate was 
6.6 percent for September. 
Figures released late last week 
show the Smith County rate has 
risen to 7.5 percent, still lower 
than most of the nation and 
much of East Texas. 

Part of the reason Tyler 
hasn’t been particularly touch¬ 
ed by the recession is that Tyler 
is simply a small town. 

TJC students also haven’t 
been touched heavily by the 
unemployment rate, said Fi¬ 
nancial Aid Director R.H. 
Clemmons Jr. 

‘ ‘From all the information we 
have thus far, students at TJC 
haven’t been affected by the 
unemployment rise yet," 
Clemmons said. 

Though these numbers look 
bleak, these figures do not 
include the 1,500 professional 
football players on strike or any

Forget measle shots, nurse advises 


The recent outbreak of 
measles at Baylor University 
may cause many colleges in the 
area to update students’ records 
with nasty little shots, but TJC 
students need not worry. 

The State Health Department 
no longer requires immuniza¬ 
tion records for students here. 
TJC students have never been 
required to have a measle 
vaccination, said Nurse Zelda 
Boucher. 

She also said anyone who has 
attended a school in a Texas 
independent school district in 
the last 15 years has already 
been required to have a measle 
vaccination. 

The main reason for exempt¬ 
ing TJC students from requiring 
immunization records is be¬ 
cause our school is “unique," 
said Boucher. “We do not only 
educate students just out of 
high school but many older stu¬ 
dents as well." * 


She added that many stu¬ 
dents are commuters and it 
would be unrealistic to require 
every student to update his 
immunization record. 

No one should fear a “measle 
outbreak" here because 
measles are not spreading 
across the state from the out¬ 
break at Baylor, Boucher said, 
even though many colleges are 
rushing to update students’ 
immunization records.

other striking organization or 
the figure would be much 
higher. 

Also the unemployment rate 
does not include full-time work¬ 
ers forced into part-time status. 
They are still considered em¬ 
ployed. 

President Reagan has 
pledged to find jobs for “all" 
the unemployed 10.1 percent¬ 
age of the workforce. Reagan 
said he doesn’t know exactly 
when the numbers will start to 
decline, but he does know the 
country is in the initial stages of 
a recovery. 

The unemployment picture is 
blamed heavily on big company 
layoffs such as the upcoming 
2,449 workers to be laid off from 
Hughes Tool Co., a major 


Houston industry. Such layoffs 
make it difficult to foresee when 
the country will pull out of this 
semi-depression. 

Nonetheless, the figure pro¬ 
duced recently shows highs in 
several individual categories. 

Blue-collar workers moved 
from 9.8 percent to 10.7 per¬ 
cent. White males increased 
one percent and all other class¬ 
es stayed the same except 
blacks. They increased from the 
13.9 mark up to 20.2 percent. 
This figure showed an amazing 
jump primarily because 50 per¬ 
cent of all black teenagers are 
out of work, the government 
released. 

Women were the second 
highest unemployed group at 45 
percent.
